The Atlanta hearing is one of 27 
being conducted in strategic com- 
munities of the Nation by the Com- 
mittee which was empowered by 
Congress “to stifdy the need for 
housing in the United States, de- 
termine the relation between the 
housing shortage and shortages of 
building materials, and ascertain 
the reasons for alleged high cost 
of materials and possible means 
of reducing such costs.” 

The hearing, which will open at 
19 a. m. in the Council Chamber 
of City Hall, will bring together 
representatives of all organiza- 
tions qualified to speak authori- 
tatively on housing. It will be At- 
lanta’s second Congressional hear- 
ing this Fall, the first having dealt 
in commodity prices. 

Robert F. Miller, Special Repre- 
sentative of the Committee, ar- 
rived in Atlanta Saturday to com- 
plete arrangements for the hear- 
ing. He explained that “lack of 
time will not permit the presenta- 
tion of individual cases and for 
this reason only authorized spokes- 
men will testify at the hearing.”

SOUTHAMPTON, England, Oct. 
25—(UP)—Scotland Yard detec-

The Central Atlanta Improve- 
ment Association has asked the At- 
lanta Police Department .o remove 
from downtown streets beggars 
and panhandlers that daily fre- 
quent so many corners.

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MOM, EXPERTS SAY 


Better Kids: A Community Job 


NEW YORK, Oct, 25—(#)—It’s 
about time, experts are beginning 
to agree, to lay off long-suffering 
parents and recognize that other 
elements may be responsible for 
juvenile sins. 

Katharine F, Lenroot, Chief of 
the U. S. Children’s Bureang, sug- 
pests that Better Parenthood Week 
this year, Oct. 26-Nov. 1, might 
well be observed by checking up 
on just what ways the community 
is either helping fathers and 
mothers to become better parents, 
or is putting hindrances in their 
way. She says: 

“Such effort would accomplish 
far more than the current sniping 
at parents for the shortcomings of 
their children. Parents make a 
very convenient scapegoat, but no 
real good is accomplished by fix- 
ing the blame upon them for their 
children’s bad behavior .. .” 


The vogue for belaboring Mom 
and Pop for small-fry misdemean- 
ors has reached such proportions 
in the last few years, that parents 
well might be excused for develop- 
ing a bad case of nerves. 

One of the country’s top author- 
ities on the problems of parents 
and children issues a ringing de- 
fense of parents. She is Mrs. Si- 
donie M. Gruenberg, Director of 
the Child Study Association of 
America, who tells me: 

“In the many years I have been 
working with parents, they have 
gained tremendously in knowledge 
of the physical care of their chil-

dren and in understanding of 
themselves as well as of their chil- 
dren. 


“At the same time the confi- 
dence of parents has been greatly 
shaken. They are blamed for the 
results of conditions utterly be- 
yond their control, whereas every- 
thing should be done to restore 
their confidence in themselves as 
persons and as citizens, and to 
help them with all the professional 
and technical facilities at our dis 
posal,”

York University, who spoke re 
cently of the prevailing mood of 
“blame the parents” and remarked: 


“We started out with the Devil, 
then blamed the 1Q, then bad ton- 
sils, now parents. It is the weakest 
excuse yet.” 

Lane holds that the responsi- 
bility for juvenile training extends 
to the entire community, pointing 
out that a child’s need of normal 
outlets causes much lawlessness. 
Because children need to run, 
jump, climb and shout, he says, 
“it is illegal to be a-child in most 
cities.” 

Mrs. Lillian L. Hacker, Associ- 
ate in Parent Education, Teachers 
College, Columbia University, also 
came to the defense of poor old 
Mother and Dad recently as she 
addressed a class in “What Makes 
a Good Home.” 

Mrs. Hacker reviewed some of

Mayors and Councils also have 
heen offenders. When they wanted 
to do something for which they 
could not muster sufficient votes 
or which they themselves did not 
have the courage to sponsor and 
push through City Council, the 
easy out was to get the Legislature 
to pass it, throw their collective 
hands into the air, and resignedly 
inform objectors—‘it is the law 
and we must observe the law.” 

Specific instances of these things 
are too numerous to mention, but 
the listing of a few will suffice. 

There is no real need for the 
Legisiature to peg Atlanta’s tax 
rate. The Mayor and Council are 
the responsible heads, or should 
be. of the Atlanta Government. If 
they applied a rate which is too 
high. citizens still have the right 
to get a new bunch. If they failed 
to) «(Cllevy€6 Ca: «(sufficient tax, they 
would incur a deficit and the city's 
sound financial standing would be 
jeopardized.

Atlanta is the only city in the 
country with which the United 
States Public Health -Service op- 
erates a co-operative Typhus Fev- 
er Control “Training School, and

The course includes methods of 
Tat eradication, rat proofing of 
buildings to eliminate future in- 
festation, and of using DDT to kill 
the rat flea. dread carrier of 
typhus.

Unemployment cnecks totaling. 
$4,690,152 covering 235,054 com- 
pensable weeks, were received by 
Georgia veterans during this quar- 
ter. (This sum was paid out by 
the State. which will be reim- 
bursed by the Federal Govern- 
ment ) 

In addition to the $6,641,146 
paid the State's unemployed, 23,- 
767 monthly payments totaling $2,- 
256.294 were paid to self-employ- 
ed veterans in readjustment allow- 
ances which are administered by 
the Department of Labor for the 
Federal government. 

Aporoximately 3 percent of the 
18.452 new claims acted upon by 
the Employment Security Agency 
of the Departrent of Labor were 
disallowed. Claime filed by 3,442 
persons were held invalid since 
the individuals had not earned 
sufficient wage credits on jobs 
covered by the State unemploy- 
ment compensation law; claims of 
£233 others were denied because 
the persons were not “able and 
available for work.”

Hoffenstein Dies, 
His Poetry Lives 


PENCIL IN THE AIR, by Samuel 
Hoffenstein; Doubleday; 224 pp. 
$2.50. 


The author wrote his highly suc- 
cessful—and entertaining—‘“Poems 
in Praise of Practigally Nothing” 
in 1928. A New York newspaper- 
man, he later went to Hollywood, 
where he became "one of cinema- 
dom’s top writers. 

This book of poems was his 
first in 17 years and he didn’t 
live to see it in print. His death

While Hoffenstein is known 
mainly for his frothy and friv- 
olous rhyming, his serious verse 
has a lyrical quality and some of 
it appears in “Pencil In the Air.”

It is rare that tne life of any 
man justifies a volume commemo- 
rating his birth after an hundred 
years. The author, himself a dis- 
tinguished minister, was for many 
years associated with Mr, Jones 
in evangelistic work. Dr. Holcomb 
married the youngest daughter of 
the great evangelist and through 
the vears has continued to be a 
student of the man and his meth- 
ods.

It has been said 
common error 
exposure, and this is perhaps true. 
After all, a negative is made by 
the light through the 
lens onto the film. The quality of 
this negative and the finished pic- 


assuming that development

ture, 


is correct, is therefore dependent 


upon the length of time, or more 


properly, the amount of light pass- 
ing through the lens and affecting 
the film emulsion. This is gov- 
erned by two factors: 

First, the size of the aperture, 
or opening, of the shutter, com- 
monly called “Stop,” and _ the 
length of time the shutter is left 
open. The diaphragm, or stop, in 
the shutter acts precisely like a 
window shade. Pull the shade 
down, leaving only a small part 
of the window exposed, and of 
course the light in the room is 
gloomy. Raise the shade and 
light floods into the room. As to 
the time, there are many types of 
shutters, giving speeds from a 
simple click of entirely unknown 
duration, perhaps one-fifteenth or 
one-twentieth of a second, to the 
expensive type shutter, giving 
very nearly accurate settings from 
one second up to one-one thou- 
sandth of a second. A combination 
of these two settings, the size of 
the opening in the shutter and the 
speed or duration of the time-the 
shutter is open, therefore, deter- 
mines the exposure. There is 
another factor entering into it, 
and this is the matter of the speed 
of the film, and, at this juncture, 
let us suggest that the beginner 
adopt a film of medium speed and 
stick to it until he is familiar 


through experience with the 
proper exposure. 

If you are a complete novice 
and have read this far, you have 
probably gotten dizzy and decid- 
ed that your correspondent was 
just plain nuts when stating in the 
opening paragraph that highly 
technical stuff would be taboo, 
This exposure matter is not as 
complicated as it appears, but cor- 
rect exposure is very important 
and a little practice and study 
along this line will greatly im- 
prove anyone's picture making. 

As a conclusion to this subject 
for the present, the very best thing 
to do is to get an exposure meter, 
as good as you can afford, study 
it and use it diligently. You will 
soon save the price of the meter 
in unwasted film, but far better 
still is the fact that it will often 
save a picture which is not con- 
venient or possible to retake. Just 
a few years ago some of the old- 
timers, including ye scribe, pooh- 
poohed the idea of a meter, but we 
have long since learned better and 
the finest photographers of our 
time, even those who are con- 
stantly making exposures every 
day, as are Hollywood movie and 
still cameramen, invariably use @ 
light meter, or so-called exposure 
meter. 

If you are interested in photog 
raphy, vou should, by all’ means, 
visit the showing of prints at 
High Museum of Art between 
Nov. 15 and Nov. 30. This exe 
hibit represents several hundred 
prints selected by a committee of 
five judges, all eminent photegra- 
phers, from approximately s 
thousand to twelve hundred prints 
that have come from all over the 
world.

“A few figures—and they are startling 
figures—show how the cost of living is 
going up,” he said. 

“Since the middle of 1946, this is what 
has happened: Clothing prices have gone 
up 18 percent; household furnishings have 
gone up 18 percent; food has gone up 40 
percent. The average for all-items is up 
23 percent. And the cost of living is still 
climbing. In the last three months it has 
climbed at a rate of over 16 percent a 
year.” ‘ 

The Government, Mr. Truman recog- 
nizes, has a definite responsibility to meet 
the needs of its people. And protection 
from inflation is undeniably the people’s 
greatest current domestic need. That’s 
why the President has called the special 
session of Congress which will convene 
Nov. 17. 

“When it meets,” he said, “I shall rec- 
ommend a program for dealing with infla- 
tion, high prices and the high cost of 
living.

nesses, founder and director of the 
College of Bricklaying, a_ builder, 
sound-proofing expert in Hollywood 
studios, and a radio script writer.

That led him easily to 
the Chicago Fair and 
the famous Flame 
Dance he devised for 
the “Streets of Paris,” 
in which Murial Page’s 
clothing was burned off 
several times a day. 

Having “had a hand 
in one world’s fair, the 
lure of another was 
overpowering. To 
Flushing Meadows he 
went with “Hot Mi- 
kado” in 1939 and in 
1940 he was also in 
charge of such didoes

“Gay New Orleans” and 
“Streets of Paris.” 

With the fairs in the 
past, he concentrated 
on Broadway, and one 
success followed  an- 
other. 

“Up in Central Park” 
made him such a chunk 
of dough he put $200,- 
000 into producing it in 

movieland’s Hollywood Bowl, which 
seats about 20,000. 

He also bought a slice of stock in 
Del Mar, the race track north of San 
Diego, to put new life in old nags. 

Todd has his idiosyncrasies, too. 
He dislikes going to bed and will sit 
up as long as anybody will talk (or 
listen) to him. Also, he once rented 
a house in New York’s West 56th 
Street which he liked to tell friends 
was haunted. 

Such characteristics provide him 
something in common with Joan, 
whose favorite meal is (or used to 
be) hamburger and apple cider. 

Todd’s first wife, Bertha, died in 
1946 at Santa Monica, Cal., during an 
operation. They have a son, Michael 
M. Todd, 17. 

Joan has a son, too, Norman 
Scott Barnes, 13. Her marriage to 
Powell took place in 1936, a year 
after her divorce from Barnes. ‘They 
had a daughter, Ellen, and were dl- 
vorced in 1944. 

Maybe this new marriage will be 
different. Joan hopes so. Atleast 
she has what she’s always wanted—

These alluring words have 
been heard and believed by countless 
trusting souls, 

More often than not, when the 
will is read, their only reward is the 
memory of many little services per- 
formed with patience and devotion. 

Unfortunately, that kind of co-n- 
pensation has no cash value. In such 
instances, will contests often ensue. 

Alfred E. Norris, who died at the 
age of 84 in a New York City hos- 
pital, was apparently one who often 
spoke of his will. 

Mr. Norris remembered Wiima 
Dippe, his trained nurse, twice. The 
first time he put her down in his 
testament for a $2,000 bequest. Later 
he raised the amount to $17,000. 

But his daughter, socially promi- 
nent Mrs. Dorothy N. Harkness, filed 
suit to break the will on the grounds 
he was incompetent. 

Wilma’s lawyer contended that up 
until the day of his death, Mr. Norris 
was quite capable of clipping, lighting 
and smoking a cigar and was there- 
fore capable of knowing his own 
mind. An out-of-court settlement for 
an undisclosed amount followed. 

As this is written; however, May 
McManus, former actress, of Red 
Bank, N. J., is still seeking to share 
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then leave her there indefinitely.

She 
learned, she said, after Norris’ death 
in November, 1946, that a will dated 
January 25, 1946, offered for probate 
by Mrs. Harkness, ignored her. 

She contended this came about be- 
cause Mrs. Harkness discredited her 
with Norris by making “fraudulent 
statements,” saying she, May, had 
$20,000 in the bank and was the com- 
mon-law wife of another man. Her 
suit for $30,000 plus $1,837 in back 
monthly payments is still pending. 

Jefferson Seligman, international! 
banker who died in New York at the 
age of 78, dispensed disappointment 
on a wholesale scale. 

His beneficiaries, all beautiful 
young girls, numbered 16, but after 
six years of legal tenterhooks, they 
wound up with only pin money. 

“Jeffie,” as his beneficiaries called 
him, acquired his girl friends much 
as an entomologist gathers butter- 
flies. His interest was purely scien- 
tific...he liked to watch their re- 
actions under the lure of hard cash. 

When a girl needed a dress he 
bought her a hat. If she were pressed 
for rent he’d give her a charge ac- 
count in a store. Or he'd set her up

LLE. ADELE VERGE even as a young 
M woman was nothing like the Hollywood,

Son Frederick elected to stay ashore in San 
Francisco to follow the twin careers of capitalist 
and clubman. He might have had a longer and 
a happier life, if he had followed in his father’s 
footsteps on the quarterdeck. 

Socially ambitious San Francisco applauded 
when young Fred Kohl married Edith Dunlap o 
the Philadelphia Dunlaps in 1896; sighed’ when 
she died a few years later. 

In 1903, when Fred married the eminently 
suitable Bessie Godey of Washington, D. C., al! 
of his friends were delighted. 

At his reception guests were served cnough 
champagne to float one of his father's sealing 
ships ang his mother, as a slight token of the 
occasion#gave the bride, fittingly enough, a “bow 
knot.”

“This one,” Fred’s mother announced proudly,

It was a grim prophecy. She wasn’t always 
with the Frederick Kohls in the flesh, but the 
spirit was constantly with Fred Kohl] for the 
rest of his tortured life—a comparatively scant 
ll years. 

Adele Verge, by her own admission, had spent 
many years in the service of such as the Duke 
of Buckingham, and fashionable San Mateo, where 
the Kohls had their Peninsular estate, sighed in 
envy.

H>E insisted the maid could become dangerous, 
and with Kohl's permission, he acted. 

Kohl approved the necessary steps, and Miller 
had Mile. Verge arrested and held for observa- 
tion. Frederick Kohl shrugged his hulking shoul- 
ders, considered the incident closed and his mother 
hired a new maid, never realizing her son had 
signed his death warrant; even if the signature 
was written in invisible ink. 

Adele Verge was examined by two psychia- 
trists and, even then, the opinions ran true to 
form. One said she was completely sane; the 
other vowed the prisoner was insane and “pos- 
sibly dangerous.” She was released. 

Mile. Verge changed immediately from de- 
fendant to plaintiff. She sued Kohl and Miller 


fying weanon—fear. It would take longer to 
bring about the death of the man she hated, but 
Adele Verge was in no hurry. 

She began writing letters to Kohl, from 
Canada. Some mocked him; some were in friend- 
ly tone, but the burden of each was the same: 

“Some day, my friend, we shall meet again. 
On a day to be selected by me, and me alone. 
And then” 

Kohl tried to.lose himself in entertaining. He 
spent $300,000 on an estate at Burlingame, on the 
Peninsula, a site used by Mary Pickford for her 
movie, “Little Lord Fauntleroy.” But the million- 
aire found no rest, no security, behind its high 
walls. 

Every rustle of a leaf, every creak on a Sstair- 
case alerted him and bristled the hair on the back 
of his neck-——it might be Mlle. Verge, with knife, 
with gun, or even poison. 

He became distrustful of friends, servants, 
and even his wife of 13 years, glamourous Bessie 
Godey Koh!. 

She came home from a brief visit to Honolulu 
in 1916 to be told the huge Burlingame house 
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for $30,000 each, charging persecution, malicious 
arrest and other grievances. 

Trial of her charges was held in an office 
building on San Francisco’s Market Street, the 
structure housing ‘the courts having been de- 
stroyed in 1906 by the earthquake and fire. 

After the evidence had been heard, the judge 
decided the jury could hear only one charge to 
decide its merits—-that of malicious arrest. The 
jury could not agree and was dismissed. 

Mile. Verge must have sensed, when the jurors 
returned to the courtroom and refused to look at 
her, that she had lest. She was the first one out 
of the room and into an elevator. Kohl and Miller 
stayed to shake hands with the jurors. 

Adele Verge was waiting on the ground floor. 
In her right hand she held and_pointed a large re- 

volver. It was aimed at Frederick Kohl. 
) Mile. Verge squeezed the trigger once. If she 
said anything, the sound was lost in the reverbera- 
tion set up by the single blast of sound.

The Frenchwoman was disarmed without a 
struggle and taken to jail. Kohl was rushed te a 
hospital, one lung perforated, and an SOS sounded 
for specialists up and down the West Coast. Twice 
it appeared he would die within the hour; twice 
he rallied with the help of blood transfusions. 

Weeks later, he emerged from a sanitarium, 
weak and fluttery and fearing’ another ordeal; 
that of appe®ring in court, once more, against the 
woman who meant to kill him, and almost suc- 
ceeded. But he was spared that. 

Porter Ashe, leading criminal lawyer, suc- 
ceeded in having Adele Verge sent to a state 
institution at Ukiah on the presentation that she 
was mentally iil. 

Some time later, she was released and sent back 
to her native land. In Framee, her peculiar con- 
duct again aroused suspicion and caused her to be 
locked up in another asylum. :

The Kohl fortune, like the Kohl household, 
was divided. The bulk of the estate went to his 
fiancee. Mrs. Lord, who was to have become his 
bride when Bessie Kohl obtained her expected 
divorce. 

Bessie Godey Kohl took $250,000 and married, 
next, the Viscount Pierre Lambertye. After his 
death, she became the Baroness Thiene of Monte 
Carlo. 

Mile. Verge apparently did not haunt Bessie 
Kohl as she did her husband. Probably she is 
not even aware of Mrs. Kohl's death in Europe a 
few months ago. Mrs. Lord, now living in 
Southern California, was not annoyed by the» 
wraith-like woman of vengeance. 

As for Adele Verge, herself, there are tales 
that she still lives on the West Coast and wanders 
aimlessly through the various cities. 

Those who have crossed her trail say that she 
does not realize the man she swore to kill has 
been dead these 27 years. 

They say, too, that she has fears and phobias 
of her own, now, as terrible as those that drove 
Fred Kohl to his death. 

She is afraid of imaginary spies who, she 
mutters, have been commissioned hy her old 
enemy “to make my life a hell.”

OR ages man has tried to find, but 
in vain, some “brain food,” some 
substance that could be taken 

into the body and act on the brain to 
brighten up the intelligence. 

Now, comes the claim that such 
a dietary substance has been found. 
It’s glutamic acid, one of the best 
natural food sources of which is milk. 

Physicians and psychologists 
Drs. Frederick T, Zimmerman, Bes- 
sie B. Burgemeister and ‘Tracy J. 
Putnam—of the Columbia Univer- 
sity’s College of Physicians and 
Surgeons have fed the acid to boys 
and girls and they say that it im- 
proved their intelligence and other 
behavior patterns. 

Their discovery remains to be 
adequately developed through ad- 
ditional experimental researches 
now under way. If the work 
is confirmed important new 
avenues for the elevation of 
the human mind through diet 
and related beneficial treat- 
ments will be open. 

Glutamic (gloo-tam-ik) acid 
is one of the 20-odd amino 
(ah-meen-o) acids which are the 
building blocks of human, animal 
and many plant tissues. It is 
present in varying amounts in dif- 
ferent protein foodstuffs Such as 
milk, eggs, meats, cereals. In 
pure form, it is being made as a 
by-product of the beet sugar in- 
dustry and also is obtained from 
the gluten in wheat. Chinese and 
other Easterners have used it in 
the form of a salt in sauces, and 
in this country for imparting a 
meaty flavor to “dry soups.” ‘ 

For research, it was fed in pure 
form, as powder, tablets or in 
capsules. But drinking one quart 
of milk——whole, skimmed or butter 
milk-—would provide a little more 
than the minimum dose of glutam- 
ic acid the physicians gave each day. 
Four quarts contain somewhat more 
than the largest daily dose used in 
the treatments. The same amount of 
the “brain food” is found in one pound 
of cheddar (American or Swiss) 
cheese, one pound of wheat or corn 
bread. Liberal daily consumption of 
other foods which are rich in glu- 
tamic acid, especially lean meats, pea- 
nuts and eggs, should give as much 
of the substance as the doctors have 
been prescribing for patients, 

The daily doses of pure glutamic 
acid varied from about 6 to 24 grams 
(28 grams is nearly one ounce), 
divided up in three portions. 

The Columbia University scientists 
fed glutamic acid each day for six 
months to 69 children and adoles- 
cents, the youngest of whom was 16 
months and the oldest 17 years, five 
months old. Among these patients 
there were 44 mentally “retarded” 
(defective) and 11 epileptics. 

Mental development in six months 
was as much as it would have been, 
without the acid, in 13 months, for 
the group as a whole. 

Before the feeding of the “brain 
food” was started each patient was 
given the Stanford-Binet I. Q. or 
intelligence quotient tests which 

ychologists employ for rating of 
ntelligence and mapping out tem- 
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perament, emotional patterns and 
other personality traits. These tests 
were repeated during and at the end 
of the six months trial period. Rat- 
ings in the I. -Q. tests are: zero to 
25, idiocy; 70 or less, “retarded”; 85 
to 90, dullness; 90 to 108, average 
normal; 108 to 120, very superior 
mentality; from 150 up, “genius.” 

The patient who was 17 years, 
five months old, had a good average 
intelligence score of 107 before he 
began eating the acid. After six 
months he scored 120. This increase 
of intelligence by 13 points lifted him 
mentally into the class of “superior 
intelligence,” a notch below “genius.” 

From the medical point of view 
the most significant cases were de- 
fectives whose intelligence became 
almost normal, as the result of only 
a few months of glutamic acid treat- 
ment. 

One girl, nine years, six months 
old, had been very stupid.. Born pre- 
maturely, she had suffered brain in- 
jury, and at the age of five she mum.- 
bled so that her talk was incom- 
prehensible even to her mother. She

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was too lazy even to play. But glu- 
tamic acid raised her I. @Q. from 69 
(defective grade) to 8&7 (practically 
normal). She took to reading and 
jumping rope and other activities. 

A 16-year-old boy had his intel- 
ligence score raised from 50 to 66, a 
gain of 16 points. He was so dull and 
indifferent to everything that he 
never picked up a newspaper even to 
look at the comics. But the acid 
treatment changed his whole per- 
sonality, so that he became an eager 
reader of the papers and books, and 
was transferred to a_ school for 
normal children. 

Many of the youngsters had been 
stubborn, disobedient, violent; the 
glutamic acid feeding made them 
decent, cooperative and alert. 

The study of the effects of glu- 
tamic acid feeding upon the human 
brain was started by Drs. Putnam, 
J.-C. Price and H. Waelsch, when 
these physicians treated epileptic 
children. They had hoped that the 
acid would help in controlling con- 
vulsions, which were hard to check 
by the standard drugs for epilepsy. 


They were struck by tie fact that 
glutamic acid made the patients 
physically and mentally more alert. 

Dr. Zimmerman fed the acid in 
powdered form to normal laboratory 
rats and learned that their intel- 
ligence (ability to solve food prob- 
lems) was markedly increased. He 
and his colleagues now believe that 
glutamie acid is definitely beneficial 
for the brain, in the sense that it aids 
the electrical and chemical proc- 
esses in the nerve cells upon which 
depends mental activity. As matters 
stand it seems very possible that one 
of the causes of mental retardation 
may be nutritional deficiency, due to 
insufficient glutamic acid in the diet 
or to a failure of the body, espe- 
cially the brain, to make proper use 
of the acid after it is eaten. 

While scientists pursue their re- 
searches—-which may lead to the dis- 
covery of even a far more potent 
specific “brain food and stimuwlant’”— 
we would all be on the safe side in 
consuming, and feeding babies, and 
children and adoleseents, plenty of 
natural foods rich in glutamic acid. 
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the pretty girl slid into the 
soda fountain booth.

Bolstering the efforts of Chicago 
judges and lawyers to salvage imper- 
iled marriages is the law known as 
the “Children’s Bill of Rights.” 

It requires a “cooling-off” period 
of at least 30 days before a divorce 
suit can be filed, when the contes- 
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tants have minor children, and its 
passage by the forward-looking IIli- 
nois legislature is expected to check 
any drift of state municipalities to- 
ward “divorce-mill” status. 

The bill is modeled after similar 
programs in Milwaukee, Detroit, Cin- 
cinnati and Los Angeles. 

During the waiting period repre- 
sentatives of church associations and 
social agencies will attempt to per- 
suade the quarreling principals to 
kiss and make up. Every effort will 
be made to prevent the filing of le- 
gal papers, which somehow seems to 
cement resentments. 

That such “stop-look-and-listen” 
sessions can help was demonstrated 
when attractive “Connie” insisted 
upon divorcing her husband, Joseph, 
on grounds of cruelty. She insisted 
on going to the court clerk’s office 
to file the suit.

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N HERMIT-LIKE seclusion in an 

old, neglected dwelling in the 

shadow of the lofty State Capitol 
at Augusta, Me., lives an 82-year-old 
scholar, poet and philosopher who 
has proved, to his enduring serenity, 
that love is stronger than death. 

Enshrined in a copper urn by his 
bedside are the ashes of the woman 
he loved-—the wife, long dead, who is 
still to him a living and glowing 
presence. She brings him, daily, the 
solace and comfort of her companion- 
ship. He lives with her, and defies 
death. 

He is Charles Palmer Emerson, 
whom his friends and neighbors 
know as a relative of Ralph Waldo 
Emerson, a onetime distinguished 
educator, a tutor and translator, in- 
timate of statesmen and writers and 
musicians. 

Maine-born and bred, he married 
at the turn of the century a young, 
flaxen-haired German girl whom he 
had never seen until he greeted her 
at the Hoboken dock, but who, he 
says, had possessed his heart since 
they first began a romantic trans- 
atlantic correspondence in English, 
German, and an international lan- 
guage known as “Volapuk.” 

“We loved each other before we 
saw each other,” Emerson says, “and 
when we met, we knew we had loved 
each other always. And that love 
survives. She is here with me, now.” 

The death of “Kleine,” jn 1928, 
came suddenly, and during one of 
Maine’s grimmest winters. As a

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attack of pneumonia, which had left 
her with a permanent heart ailment. 
After almost 30 years of* marriage, 
she again was stricken with pneu- 
monia. Four days later, she was 
dead. 

“T held her in my arms,” Emerson 
said, “and I did not know she was 
dead. She spoke no last words. She 
just looked at me, with a look that 
told me she would always be with 
me.” 

Emerson explained their first, ro- 
mantic meeting. He had been an 
instructor of German in the schools 
of Augusta, and as an outstanding 
linguist had become interested in 
“Volapuk,” an international language 
which had pre-dated Esperanto. In 
Germany, there was a Volapuk Club, 
where young German students ex- 
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some of Emerson’s essays, but I 
don’t feel competent to be a critic.” 

Above the urn containing his 
wife's ashes, is another framed poem 
which Emerson wrote to his “Kleine,” 
and which contained the lines: 


and beneath it, in intricate wood 
carving, is the inscription: “Meines 
Heiligen Lebens”.-my dear love. And 
still another photograph, placed 
against a front window where the 
morning light shines transparently 
through. 

Emerson told of the happy 30 
years of their marriage, when they 
worked together as tutors in the Ger- 
man language in the daytime, and

Although Mrs. Emerson's name 
was Marie, her husband always called 
her “Kleine,” the German for “little 
one.”

changed letters in this language with 
American educators, later translating 
the letters into English and German. 

“The letters of this young girl 
were so interesting and so delight- 
ful,” Emerson says, “that I recog- 
nized the beauty of her mind and 
soul, and I determined to marry her. 
I wrote her a letter, proposing mar- 
riage, and she answered that she was 
taking the next boat to New York. 
She didn’t mention the boat, but I 
checked the sailings. 

“T met her at the dock in Hoboken. 
I knew I would recognize her, and 
I also knew that she would want to 
meet me alone, away from the de- 
barking crowd. I walked down to 
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Kleine is more to this aged man than 
a memory. She is, as he says, a 
living presence. 

An enlarged color photograph of 
Kleine dominates the living room. 
Inserted in the frame is a typed poem 
which Emerson wrote soon after her 
death: 


There's not a charm of soul or brow, 
Of all I knew and loved in thee, 

But lives in holier beauty now— 
Baptized in immortality. 

And when the sunset gates unbar. 
Shall I not see thee waiting stand? 

And white against the evening star

There is another picture of Kleine,

Among their famous students was 
Walter Damrosch, maestro of opera 
and symphony, and more recently 
known through national radio broad- 
casts as America’s “Grand Old Man 
of Music.” 

Emerson’s home is lined with 
books, many of them in foreign lan. 
guages, mostly German, but none by 
his famous relative Ralph Waldo 
Emerson. 

“I’m not even convinced I’m a 
relative,” he remarked, “but they tell 
me I’m a member of the Emerson 
family of Concord, Mass. I have read

es! pe killed him.” 

Day after day the two Bos- 
ton taxi drivers flinched as 
witness after witness took the stand 
and pointed accusing’ fingers at them. 

Each of the eight witnesses told 
the same story: “They rushed into 
the Paramount Theatre in Lynn, 
Mass. They bound and gagged all of 
us in the manager’s office—except 
old Charlie Sumner, the bill poste?. 

“Charlie watched for his chance, 
then made for the door. They shot 
him down, scooped up the cash and 
made their getaway in a car.” 

“They” were Clement F. Molway 
and Louis Berrett. And they were in- 
nocent. In vain they brought in 
friends to prove they were hacking 
in Boston, miles away, when the hold- 
up and murder took place. 

But the eyewitnesses, who had 
first identified them from their li- 
cense pictures. on file in Boston, 
pushed them toward the electric chair. 

Their nightmare was ended, with 
the trial still in progress, when mem- 
bers of the Faber-Millen gang, with 
some of the Lynn loot still on them, 
were captured in a gun battle ina 
New York hotel lobby. 

Thus the two taxi drivers joined 
the large group of Americans whose 
freedom, and in some cases, whose 
very lives, have been endangered by 
such cruelly mistaken testimony. 

How can the human eye make 
such terrible mistakes? 

Dr. Edwin M. Borchard, of Yale 
University’s Law School, who has 
studied hundreds of cases of errone- 
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ous ‘convictions for his book, “Con- 
victing the Innocent,” says: 

“The emotional balance of the vic- 
tim or eyewitness is so disturbed by 
his extraordinary experience that his 
ates of perception become dis- 
torted.” 

The truth of this statement was 
demonstrated in the psychology class- 
room of Prof. Hugo Munsterberg at 
Harvard. While hundreds of students 
watched, several men burst into the 
lecture hall, engaged in a great deal 
of. violent action and then withdrew, 
leaving one of their number appar- 
ently stabbed to death. 


As the “corpse” got up and dusted 
himself off, the students were in- 
structed to write what they had seen. 
Not one described the scene accu- 
rately. Some believed there were two 
men involved, others four. . Most 
said the “murder” had been commit- 
ted with a knife, varying in size from 
a few inches to a big machete. 

As a matter of.fact, the weapon 
was a large yellow banana. 

Virgil Romine, a St. Louis filling 
station operator, was not an observer 
but a hold-up man’s victim—and his 
testimony was just as erroneous. Be- 
fore he died he identified the men 
who had held him up and shot him 
as two young men who had slugged 
his slot machine some days before. 

Alvin Craig and Walter Hess were 
therefore arrested as they slept, put 
on trial and, despite alibi witnesses 
placing them at home, were sentenced 
to prison. They might have had to 
serve out their sentences if Louis 
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Taylor, a soldier, had not been un- 
faithful to his sweetheart. For re- 
venge she informed the police he was 
the guilty man. 

A. murdered man’s brother was 
the witness who caused Will Purvis 
days and -weeks of mental torture. 
Will Buckley, a member of a hooded 
gang in Mississippi, decided to expose 
it. He was shot from ambush as he 
and his brother Jim were returning 
home from a grand jury appearance. 

Jim Buckley identified young Pur- 
vis as the gunman. 

On the scaffold Purvis said, “You 
are taking the lifes of an innocent 
man.” Then the rope was placed 
around his neck, the stay rope was 
cut. Purvis’ body dropped...and the 
knot, unraveled, he. fell. unhurt. 

The crowd gasped. (Some believed 
Providence had interceded.) They re- 
fused to allow a repeat performance. 

The State Supreme Court ruled 
that Purvis must hang. The night 
before the second execution his 
friends whisked him into hiding. 

Years later the mystery was 
solved by a confession at a Holy 
Rollers’ meeting. Purvis, cleared, 
was pardoned. 

Eyewitnesses of much less dra- 
matic crimes can be just as mistaken. 
In the Bertram Campbell case in New 
York, responsible bank officers and 
clerks identified Campbell as the man 
who presented forged checks, despite 
the fact proved later that there was 
little if any resemblance’ between 
Campbell and the real culprit, a man 
named Alexander Thiel, who was not 
apprehended until after Campbell 
had served 3% years in Sing Sing 
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and an additional four on parole. 

Equally blameless was the unfor- 
tunate George Schmidt, the St. Louis 
butcher who was vastly dissimilar to 
a bad-check artist, Thomas P. Law- 
ler, for whose crimes he went to 
jail, Witnesses-in several Midwest 
states identified Schmidt, despite dif- 
ferences in shape of ear and. nose, 
color of hair and eyes, general make- 
up of body and face, manner of 
speaking and walking, Finally, a wit- 
ness rescinded his identification and 
Lawler confessed. 

Edward A. Kimball, a wealthy, 
devout man who wrote philosophical 
and religious articles, was waiting for 
a train in the Baltimore station when 
he was nabbed by the police after 
Michael Funicielo had pointed him 
out as a stock market swindler. 

Kimball was quickly accused of a 
similar shakedown in Chicago. De- 
spite an alibi for the Chicago date, 
Kimball was convicted. A fortune was 
spent before he was finally cleared. 

Dean John H. Wigmore, of North- 
western University, long an authority 
on evidence, insisted that identifica- 
tion of suspects is often carried out 
in an unfair and suggestive manner. 

In dozens of cases the suspect or 
his picture is shown to victims with- 
out the lineup of other similar men. 

After a bank robbery in Freeburg, 
Ill., Floyd Flood was forced to act 
out the stickup with cap pulled down, 
collar turned up, muttering “Stick 
‘em up!” Two impressionable women 


‘bank clerks identified him before the 


actual criminals were apprehended. 

Dean Wigmore advocated the use 
of sound film. A movie of the suspect 
walking and talking would be shown 
along with film devoted to several 
other men, similar in appearance. 

In recommending the rounded pic- 
ture which film would give, Dean 
Wigmore insisted that a witness too 
often makes an ‘identification from 
only a few aspects of a person, which 
the innocent happens to possess also. 

The many positive—and erroneous 
—identifications of masked bandits 
would seem to bear this out. Ina 
Rockford, Ill., case, Floyd Stotler 
was shot down in front of his father, 
who pointed out young Henry Olson 
as the criminal although only the 
gunman’s eyes had been visible above 
the mask. Olson was cleared when 
the real criminals were turned in by 
a housemald, 

Dr. Borchard also blames over- 
zealous prosecutors with personal 
ambitions for the plight of many con- 
victed innocents.

Little Johnny has $300,000. But 
it took a sharp legal battle and the 
decision of a jurist to give this latest

A strange and tragic sequence of 
events, against a background of the 
war, brought the question of Johnny 
Fitzgerald’s guardianship into court. 
It all began when young Dr. John 
D. L. Fitzgerald of Toronto, scion 
of a prominent medical family, mar- 
ried pretty Caroline Leuthold, lum- 
ber heiress and a member of the 
Spokane Junior League. 

For a time the newlyweds were 
happy in Baltimore where Dr. Fitz- 
gerald interned at Johns Hopkins. 
Then a small cloud appeared on their 
horizon. To Caroline, it looked like 
smoke from the supposedly dead 
embers of a premarital romance be- 
tween Dr. Fitzgerald and a “Mrs. 
xX” of the hospital staff. That was 
in the fall of 1942, 

But little Johnny already was on 
’ the way when Dr. Fitzgerald left 
to become a surgeon lieutenant in the 
Canadian Navy. Caroline returned 
to the Leuthold mansion 20 miles 
north of Spokane, in the center of the 
family’s vast timber holdings. 

There Johnny was born in May 
of 1944. Like many other youngsters 
of that time, he had a hero father. 
News dispatches told how the frigate 
on which Dr. Fitzgerald was _ sta- 
tioned caught and sank a Nazi sub- 
marine. The physician - lieutenant, 
said the reports, labored for 60 
hours without a break caring for 
the wounded and survivors. : 

Occasionally he returned ~ on 
leave. But the marriage withered. 
Fitzgerald and Caroline separated 
formally in July. of 1945, and on 
January 25, 1946, Caroline 
obtained a_ divorce’ on 


written in 1944, it also named Dr. 
Fitzgerald as an executor and left 
him $10,000 but these provisions had 
been revoked in a later codicil. 

The legal battle was joined. Su- 
perior Judge Charles W. Greenough 
listened to the arguments of the war- 
ring factions. Uncle John Leuthold 
opposed Dr. Fitzgerald in asking for 
Johnny’s custody. Dr. Carnahan said 
his interest was only to see what 
was best for the young heir. 

A first indication of the court’s 
feeling was in a ruling temporarily 
leaving Johnny where he was with 
the statement that “the child’s own 
welfare is paramount, and it would 
not be good for him to be taken from 
the only home he had known.” 

In the final court appearances, 
Dr. Fitzgerald was accompanied by 
his new wife, the former Janet 
Grubbe Hansen of Toronto. They 
would be able to take care of Johnny, 
he said. Though still an interne on

grounds of mental cruelty 
before Superior Judge R. M. 
Webster of Spokane. 

Her father, Walter M. 
Leuthold, and her sister-in- 
law, Mrs. John W. Leu- 
thold, testified for her that 
Dr. Fitzgerald drank to ex- 
cess and was morose during 
such periods. . 

It was there that Johnny 
really first lost a parent. 
Dr. Fitzgerald registered no 


opposition when Caroline 
was given full custody of 
the child. 

The following December she mar- 
ried Dr. Harold D. Carnahan, who 
had been a major in the American 
Medical .Corps in the Pacific. 

Caroline suffered a severe attack 
of influenza shortly after the wed- 
ding. In less than two months she 
again became ill, underwent an oper- 
ation, and died. 

Thus Johnny lost both parents. 
When he lived with his uncle and 
aunt, Mr. and Mrs. John Leuthold, 
the father who had given him up 
appeared with strenuous objections. 
Instituting a habeas corpus action, 
he stated that the boy should live 
with him unless his unfitness could 
be proved “so extravagant, singular 
and wrong” that he must be con- 
demned by “all decent, law-abiding 
people without regard to religious be- 
lief or social standing.” 

Dr. Fitzgerald began his action on 
Feb. 28, 1947. On March 11, Caro- 
line’s will was filed. It left $300.900 
in trust to little Johnny. As originally 
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$40 a month, he expected another 
$100 a month veteran’s subsistence 
from the Canadian government and 
a similar amount from his family. 

Johnny would stay first with the 
doctor’s mother in Toronto, then with 
friends in Hamilton, Ont., and join 
his father later in New York City 
while he interned at a hospital there. 

Reference to the one-time romance 
with “Mrs. X” and Dr. Fitzgerald’s 
explanations were all ruled out by 
the judge, who pointed out that 
Caroline’s divorce had been obtained 
for mental cruelty. Dr. Fitzgerald 
denied that Johnny’s inheritance had 
reawakened a dormant father-love in 
his heart. 

But Judge Greenough looked 
coldly upon the doctor’s arguments. 
He listened closely to the testimony 
of Dr. Ralph Stolzheise, a Seattle 
psychiatrist, who said he had ex- 
am ned Johnny and found him to be 
“normal physically, slight, sensitive

and a shy personality.” 

It was the psychiatrist’s opinion 
that Johnny was an introvert type, 
more vulnerable to psychic injury 
than an extrovert, and that’ the per- 
manence of his present surroundings 
would be beneficial to him. 

He also attached grave importance 
to an admission by Dr: Fitzgerald 
that the latter had written Caroline 
asking her to get a divorce on 
grounds of infidelity, and asserting 
that other grounds would not be 
recognized in Canada. 

Judge Greenough gave his deci- 
sion. Johnny would stay where he 
was in the forest-bound home of his 
uncle and aunt. Not only his cus- 
tody but also guardianship of the 
estate would go to John Leuthold. 

Then he delivered a final thrust at 


the real father: 

“Dr. Fitzgerald offered to and did 
barter away his son and all contact 
and visitation with him...if Cgyoline 
would procure a divorce on the 
grounds of infidelity so that he would 
be free to marry. ; 

“I am firmly convinced that Dr. 
Fitzgerald’s emotions toward Johnny 
which he offered to sever were 
pecuniary rather than parental.” 

Dr. Fitzgerald’s attorney. stated 
that he would carry the case to the 
State Supreme Court. 

And as for little Johnny, when 
he smiles at his aunt, which he often 
does, he says “Mother.”

He wasn’t one of the greatest football 
players that ever lived. He was the greatest.

‘The records bear it 
out. I’ve been waiting 40 years, with an open 
mind, to see his equal.

Take your Granges, Berwangers, Booths, Na- 
gurskis, Friedmans, Harmons—-yes, and your re- 
cent Blanchards and Davises—and stack them up 
against Eckersall. They fall so short by compari- 
son that they leok like pygmies. 

Eckie, as we used to call him, didn’t shine in 
one, two or even three departments of the game— 
he was tops in all departments. And he had 
something else, something that made of him 


He had the power 
to lift a whole team from mediocrity to the great- 
ness of which he himself was capable-—with the 
most inspiring voice the gridiron ever knew! 

He was All-America three out of his four 
years at Chicago. Walter Camp was picking them 
and he was plenty particular.

Eckie had a spot from 
his sophomore year, 1904, right through 1906.

The ball lay near the sideline at midfield. 
Your modern quarterback would have shuddered 
at the mere thought of attempting a field goal. 

But not Eckie. He looked the situation over 
and formed his strategy. From previous kicks 
he knew there was a strong crosswind blowing 
up above. He’d have to make allowance for that. 

He booted a high, arching kick that apparently 
was far off the beam and as he and his team- 
mates raced down the field behind it, Fred Walk- 
er, a Chicago player, yelled: . “Too far to the left, 
Eeckie?” -Eckie shouted back: “Don’t know. 
There’s wind up there!” 

Like a homing pigeon, the ball drifted with the 
wind directly between the goal posts! 

He had more speed than any of your modern 
greats. He could have been the “fastest human” 
if he’d devoted the same #@ttention to sprinting 
he did to football. As it was he could do the 100 
in ten flat in football togs. For several years he

held the world’s 50-yard indoor record. Every- 
thing he wore, from shoes to shoulder pads, was 
especially tailored for lightness. 

He could spin and turn and reverse his field 
like a jackrabbit. Once he broke loose he was 
never caught from the rear. Im safety position 
he never played punts safe. 

He was a vicious, deadly tackler with a heart 
that didn’t know how to quit. In his four years 
nobody ever ran through him im the open field 
for a touchdown. Willie Heston of Fielding 
Yost’s great point-a-minute Michigan Wolverines 
almost did it once—but only almost. 

It was Thanksgiving Day, 1903, Eckie’s first 
year at the university. Michigan was the favorite, 
but Chicago had hopes. A blizzard during the 
night had covered old Marshall Field with 18 
inches of snow. 

This had been scraped off, leaving the gridiron 
a slick, icy strip more fitted for skating than foot- 
ball. Coach Stagg sat propped in a closed hack 
heated by oil burners. He had pneumonia and 
risked death to watch and inspire his team. 

But his sacrifice was of no avail. Yost’s Wol- 
verines ripped Chicago to bits. Heston, one of 
the greatest ground gainers of all time, broke 
loose. He twisted his way through the Chicago 
line, evaded the secon@ary and had only Eckersal] 
at safety to pass for a touchdown. 

He seemed to lose none of his speed on the 
slippery field. Eckie came up to meet him. At 
the right moment he made his long, low dive, but 
his arms closed about air. Heston had hurdled

him, leaped clean over his flying body. 

A roar rose from the Michigan supporters as 
Heston sped on, but it died down immediately; for 
Eckie was up on his feet almost as soon as he 
hit the ground and was racing after the fleeing 
Heston. It couldn't be done, of course, not against 
the great Wolverine. Eckie did it! He 
brought Heston down within 35 yards 
of the spot where he had so ignobly bitten the 
dust—-or snow! 

Eckie played quarterback his enttre four years. 
And what a quarterback! From the moment he 
took over, fresh from Hyde Park High 
School down the street from the university, 
Stagg knew he had a find. Hyde Park had 
won the national championship in 1902, de- 
feating Brooklyn Poly by 103 to 0. Hyde 
Park had had no coach; Eckie had been its 
leader. a 


Remember, in that day the quarterback 
ran the team with no signals, or orders via sub- 
stituted players, from the sidelines. Eckie was a 
70-minute man—-there were two halves of 35 
minutes each. In each important game he went 
the distance, and was never removed for injuries. 


He called signals in a sharp, clear, confident 
voice. Whenever we heard his voice something 
happened to us. It electrified us. Our spirits 
seemed to soar and nothing was impossible. It 
was amazing to see how one man could inspire 
a whole team. 

Once, on one of those rare occasions when he 
had not started a game and we were going badly, 
Stagg sent Eckie in. He looked us over ‘scorn- 
fully. “What in hell is the matter with you fel- 
lows?” he barked. He gave each member of the 
team a solid kick in the pants. “Now let’s go!” 
he ordered, and we really went. 

He was a master of strategy. He always knew 
where to call the plays and we knew that he 
knew. No one ever questioned his decisions. 

Unlike today, we had three downs to make five 
yards, and speed was of the essence. In the Chi- 
cago- Wisconsin game of 1902 there were 112 plays 
im the first half. This speed was intended to wear 
down the other fellow, set him up for a collapse 
in the second half. Series plays were hitched to- 
gether in sequence with only one signal and 
played off as fast as the team could line up. 

Eckie was a driver, never seeming to tire him- 
self and infusing his teammates with his own 
vigor because they believed in him heart and soul. 


Maybe you think he was a reck of a man, like 
Blanchard of the,Army? Get set for a surprise. 
Eckie weighed 138 pounds his freshman year and 
144 pounds as a senior! 

Off the gridiron he ware lifts on his heels to 
attain medium height. A dynamo on the playing 
field, he was gentle, modest, retiring——almost shy 

on the campus. His teammates virtually wor- 
shiped him. 

In three successive years he beat Wisconsin 
Single-handed. One year he dropkicked three field 
goals (five points each) to offset one Wisconsin 
touchtriown. (The papers reported: Eckersall, 
15, Wisconsin 6.) Another time he took the open- 
ing kickoff and ran 106 yards for the winning 
touchdown. In 1905 his lone field goal provided 
the margin of victory. 


W Ho can ever forget his gallant fight against 

Michigan in 1904? ‘The score was 16 to 6, in 
favor of Michigan, when Ed Parry, Chicago's ful)- 
back, went out with a broken leg. 

Then the other two first-string backs, Lee 
DeTray and Hugo Bezdek, were removed with in- 
juries, and Eckie was im there alone with three 
second-stringers. And second-stringers in those 
days were really second-stringers. There were no 
first and second teams of equal power and ability. 

Eckie outdid himself that day. He teok a punt 
at safety and ran 45 yards for a touchdown, mak- 
ing the score 16 to 12. He was all over the field, 
analyzing and tipping off the Wolverines’ plays 
in advance, tackling viciously, smashing 
ence and piling up the runner.

Then he noticed something—Michigan’s de- 
ployment to block the kiek had left one side of its 
line vulnerable. A stratagem formed quickly in 
his mind but he didn’t dare reveal it to his team- 
mates, for fear their involuntary actions might 
give it away. 

He called the kick signal. But he didn’t kick. 
When the ball came back Eckie was away, streak- 
ing for the weak side without interference. While 
the Chicago players listened for the thud of the 
punt they heard instead the swish-swish of Eckie’s 
flipping legs. He carried the ball out 43 yards in 
a brilliant and daring individual play. 

After an exchange of punts he booted over 
Michigan’s goal line. If Eckie’s gamble had gone 
wrong and he had been stopped behind his own 
goal line he could have been the prize football 
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dunce of 1905. But that honor was reserved for 
Hezzie Clark, the Wolverines’ safety man. All 
Hezzie had to do was touch the kick down and 
have it taken out to the 20-yard line. But he 
elected to carry it out himself. 

Chicago's Catlin caught him back of the mark- 
er and Chicago had the two winning points. 

There was the time, too, when the University 
of Texas came up from the Southwest to take us 
on. Nobody knew much about them, but the 
sportswriters built them up as giants who aver- 
aged 197 pounds and who could all do the 100 in 
ten flat. On the opening kickoff the Texans 
trampled us back to our five-yard line in no 
time at all. 


pust when a touchdown looked sure, the ball 
flew out of a Texan’s arms smack into the 
arms of Eckie. He ran 107 yards for a touch- 
down. ‘Texas collapsed like a toy balloon and 
Chicago won, 68-0. 
Because the game was resulting in so many 
deaths and serious injuries, an effort was made, 
at the behest of President Teddy Roosevelt, to 
open it up with the forward pass in 1906. This 
was Eckie’s last year. Some might have been 
stumped by the startling innovation, but not he. 
With a much less wieldy ball than is used to- 
day, he passed as beautifully and as accurately 
as anyone in the game now.

IKE many another wealthy bachelor, Tom 

Frelinghuysen’s major interests are horses 

and women, but in his case the attraction 
is objective and impersonal. He’s a sculptor, and 
a serious one, with a predilection for creating 
statues of his two chosen subjects. : 

Figures of horses and women fill the former 
racing stable that he has converted into a studio 
and home on his 11l-acre estate near Matawan, 
N. J. Most of them are in miniature, which is 
in decided contrast to the heroic figures that he 
hopes to design as war memorials. 

He has models of two behemoth bronzes in- 
stalled in stainless steel pools at his studio. Per- 
haps his wartime Navy experience has left a 
mark on him. At any rate, he thinks of memorl- 
als as related to water. One of them, which 
would be 25 or 30 feet high when completed, has 
a string of horses rearing skyward out of a pool 
at an angle of about 45 degrees. The other, which 
he visualizes in a tidewater basin, is the huge 
figure of a wounded warrior being lifted from 
the depths by a trio of sea nymphs. 

A Holland Dutch family, the Frelinghuysens 
came to America about 1600, settled along New 
Jersey's Raritan River and have been prominent 
ever since in politics, commerce and religion. 
‘hey established the Dutch Church in New Jer- 
sey, and Tom’s great-uncle, Theodore Freling- 
1uysen, founded the Bible Society, was first presi. 
lent of Rutgers University and a candidate for 
Jice-President on the ticket with. Henry Clay. 


‘TOM'S great - great - grandfather, Frederick Fre- 
linghuysen, was an American general in the 
Revolution and leader of the force that put down 
the Whiskey Rebellion. His grandfather, Fred- 
erick T. Frelinghuysen, was Secretary of State 
under President Chester A. Arthur. A statue was 
erected to the secretary’s memory in Newark. 
Tom’s father thought the head was very bad and 
had it replaced, but Tom, speaking strictly as 
a professional, says the second head was no better. 
The artistic flair in the family came from 
Tom’s mother, who was the daughter of Thomas 
T. Kinney, newspaperman and a collector of paint- 
ings and other objets d’art. His sister, Estelle, 
is an abstractionist painter and so is her husband, 
George L. K. Morris, who is a descendant of a 
signer of the Declaration of Independence. 

Tom, Who is staunchly a realist, doesn’t dis- 
cuss .art with his sister or brother-in-law, but he 
admires his sister’s sense of humor. She threw 
the editors of the New York Social Register into 
a dither in 1936 by listing her Pekinese as a 
“junior” under the name of Miss Rose. Since 
the Peke didn’t even have a pedigree, a lot of 
newcomers to society were shocked by the re- 
sultant publicity, but the Morris-Frelinghuysen 
prestige was sufficient to keep them in the Social 
Register despite the episode. 

Tom's fondness for horses may stem from 
the fact that he learned to ride when he was 
three, or it may be because his father, at his 
request, drew horses for him night after night 
when he was a child. Tom would almost as soon 
draw as sculpt. He hires models for days at a 
time and draws them from every possible angle, 
getting the same long flowing lines that he puts 
into his three-dimensional work. 

He was graduated in 1927 from Princeton, 
where he majored in English and specialized in 
lyric and dramatic poetry. Outside of a little 
architecture he took only one art course—a 
history of ancient art— but he had begun to 
dabble in clay and found that sculpturing inter- 
ested him more and more. 


HE knew one thing--that whatever he did must 

be real and basic. One of his best pieces is 
a horse which has just been killed at an abattoir. 
His statues of women, he realized, must be nudes. 
freed from the artificialities of clothing. His 
portraits would have to ‘be faces as he saw them, 
clearly recognizable but with all the blemishes 
left by disposition or weathering. 

His feeling for odd scenes and figures began 
to transcend everything else. One night he hear! 
a noise in a pen where he kept, prize chickegs. 
He grabbed a flashlight and a gun and hurried 
out. It was a weasel eating his chickens. In the 
beam of his flashlight it stood almost erect and 
giared at him. Instead of killing. it, he hurried 
to his studio and spent the rest of the night 
modeling its defiant form out of clay. 

A keen observer might be able to tell Fre. 
linghuysen’s profession from his hands. His 
fingers are long and artistic but his wrists are 
unusually strong and supple. As he talks or 
listens, his fingers slowly study the texture of 
the upholstery in the chair in which he is sitting, 
as if recording it for future use. 
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Although he is of medium height, his slender, 
wiry figure seems inadequate in proportion to 
the power in his hands. Two days after Pearl 
Harbor he tried to enlist in the Navy but was 
turned down because he was under weight. 

“Come back when you’re six pounds heavier,” 
the recruiter said. 

Tom spent the next two months doing prac- 
tically nothing but eating. When he returned he 
made the weight requirement. His experience as 
a sculptor was discounted as impractical in the 
Navy, but because he knew something about ar- 
chitecture he was made a carpenter’s mate, second 
class, in the Seabees and sent: to Midway. 

Very little camouflage work had been done 
at Midway, and when Tom suggested that some 
might be in order, he was told to go ahead. A 
wrecked freighter in the harbor was a distinguish- 
ing landmark, particularly for visiting Japanese 
airmen, so Tom painted it to resemble a pile of 
lumber. Soon after a high-ranking admiral flew 
in. and his pilot had considerable difficulty in

His task was 
to put them out of their 
misery, as humanely as pos- 
sible. He also had to kill 
thousands of shearwate.s 
members of the petrel fam- 
ily-—- whose nesting places

were covered with fr. They got so much of it 
on their feathers that they were unable to fly. 

In the end it was his sculpturing rather than 
his camouflaging or bird care that got Freling- 
huysen ahead in the Navy. His commanding of- 
ficer, after talking to him, decided he would be an 
ideal man to work on relief maps. He was sent 
to Washington, commissioned as a junior grade 
lieutenant, and assigned to do a relief map of 
Kiska, the Aleutian island on which the Japs were 
causing so much trouble. 


E and his 800-pound creation were flown to 

the Aleutians and put on a battleship. As the 
fleet’s guns banged away at shore installations, 
planes spotted the enemy gun positions and Tom 
marked them on his map. It would have been of 
vital importance if an all-out assault had become 
necessary. 

Later he prepared relief maps of the Kuriles, 
Bougainville, Japanese cities—even the Happy 
Valley Race Track in Hong Kong. He found that 
the most reliable information came from an Im.- 
perial Japanese Land Survey made in 1938. 

Tom spent the last eight months of the war on 
Adak Island in the Aleutians, where didn’t have 
too much to do and was able to devoté some of his 
time to molding clay. His Navy friends were in- 
terested but they couldn’t understand a hobby 
that seemed to have no useful purpose. 

When he thumbed out the torso of a woman, 
the comment was: “Not bad. Ought to make a 
pretty good lamp base.” His statuette of a horse 
was admired as an excellent design for a door- 
stop. 

Tom came back to the States a full lieutenant, 
expecting to be put on a desk job for a few weeks 
before being mustered out. Instead he was sent 
to Captain Parrish, executive officer of the Navy’s 
Aviation Training Literature Section, who as- 
signed him to do a head of Admiral Fitch, com- 
mandant at Annapolis. 

T the end of the second sitting, when he had 

put on the finishing touches, he said quietly: 
“You may secure now, Admiral,” which is Navy 
idiom for dismissal. The admiral, who probably 
never before had received 
orders from a lieutenant, 
was startled for a mo- 
ment but finally grinned. 
The Fitch portrait in 
clay was so good that 
Lieutenant Frelinghuy- 
sen was assigned to do 
heads of Admirals King, 
Halsey, McCain, Nimitz, 
Spruance, Mitscher and 
Turner for the Annapolis 
museum, and another of 
Commander — Campbell, 
the Navy’s air ace. 
His subjects were in- 
clined to be a trifle em- 
barrassed by the proceedings, and some of them 
lept their eyes carefully on their paper-strewn 
desks until he had departed. 

Several months later one of Tom’s friends was 
on a boat with Admiral Halsey and remarked that 
he had seen the portrait that Lieutenant Freling- 
huysen had done. “Lieutenant .Frelinghuysen?” 
said the Admjral. “Never heard of him.” 


OM was rather annoyed by Halsey’s forget- 
fulness, but Captain Parrish explained it: 
“To an admiral a lieutenant is one thing and 

one thing only—a man qualified to stand a deck 
watch at sea. If you had been a civilian when 
he posed for you, he would have remembered.” 

The rambling, porticoed 18-stall stable which 
‘Tom has converted to his domestfe use makes a 
perfect setting for a bachelor with artistic lean- 
ings. Acting as his own architect, he remodeled 
it into large, homey rooms panelled with Knotty 
pine. The studio, high-ceilinged with skylights 
and a balcony, seems almest like a conservatory 
with huge potted plants in the corners and 
canaries singing from cages. There is even a 
parrot, a rare gray African parrot with red mark- 
ings, called Gus in memory of his predecessor, 
and a pleasant companion except when he imitates 
the doorbell and interrupts Tom’s work with 
fruitless excursions to the front entrance, 

The estate was once the site of a private train- 
ing track of John Aw Morris, owner of Morris 
Park, a famous New York racing track of almost 
a century ago. The 45-acre oval around which 
the thoroughbreds once trained is now planted in 
wheat and forms a gigantic lawn for the house. 

Tom lives there with an elderly couple, ore of 
whom keeps house while the other superintends 
the grounds, 


HERE is a very informal relationship. When 

the housekeeper comes t% to announce dinner, 
she doesn’t say “Dinner is served” but merely 
“Thomas, it’s 7 o’clock,” 

The feeling of his friends on Adak that art 
has to be useful strikes a very discordant note in 
the Frelinghuysen make-up, He is a tirm bellever 
in non-functional memorials-—art for art’s sake, 
to be trite--and he is thoroughly out of sympathy 
with the movement in some communities to com. 
memorate the war dead with parks, swimming 
pools, community houses and similar items. 

Build them by all means, he says, but let’s 
not confuse memorials with projects which should 
have been carried out a long time ago.

VERYTHING stopped when Mau- 
b rice C lo, the nation’s mati- 

nee idol, strolled into the old 
Vitagraph studio in Brooklyn one 
morning back in the early days of 
silent pictures. The players and elec- 
triclans and handy men stood and 
stared. 

For the first time Costello was ac- 
companied. He was hand in hand 
with his two little girls, blond and 
cute Dolores, and darkly beautifu! 
Helene. All three were radiant, for it 
was the day of the Costello sisters’ 
picture debut, and they and their 
handsome father made so brave a 
sight that the others paused before 
they gathered around with, greetings. 

“Those kids will be great stars 
some day. Nothing can stop them.” 
Every one agreed on that. It was a 
prediction made almost with the fi- 
nality of foreknowledge. 

It came true, of course. Im due 
time Dolores and Helene were both 
starred, Their pictures made them 
known everywhere. Their salaries 
were great, their way of life lavish. 

Now the story changes. The pre- 
diction did not cover the end. 
Helene, of the great, dark eyes and 
sweet, grave face, once a $3,000 a 
week queen of romantic drama, re- 
cently was destitute and despairing, 
living in the Motion Picture Relief 
Fund Home in North Hollywood. 

The word “destitute” was put upon 
her by her own consent. Seeking ade- 
quate support from her estranged 
husband, George Le Blanc, a studio 
artist, whom she has sued for di- 
vorce, she informed a Los Angeles 
court through her lawyer that she re- 
sided now in “an old folks’ home.” 

Living there also, the days of his 
glory faded ‘forever, is her father, no 
longer able to earn a living on stage 
or screen, forgotten by a world in 
which a new generation venerates 
only the heroes of its own making. 

“I think I’d feel better if I could 
move into a little place of my own,” 
Helene told Judge Kurtz Kauffman, 
and he ordered her husband to in- 
crease his contribution to her to 
$200 a month. 

The court order signalized both 
the dreary finale of Helene’s career 
and the failure of her fourth mar- 
riage. 

The career had only a false start 
in those Vitagraph days in Brooklyn. 
She and Dolores received only bit 
parts as children. As they grew up. 
their father’s popularity waned, and 
the girls kept at their studies, Helene 
at Ladycliff Academy on the Hudson 
and Dolores with a private tutor. 

Their father, fighting the years, 
sank to a pitifully small part in a 
Bebe Daniels picture, and the girls 
waited vainly in the anterooms of the 
Paramount studio in Astoria, Long 
Island. 

Their first good luck came in 
musical comedy. They were talented 
dancers, and the George White office 
put them in a sister act in the 
“Scandals.” 

In 1928, after both had been con- 
sidered for the role opposite John 
Barrymore in “The Sea Beast,” and 
Dolores had received the part, Do- 
lores was married to Barrymore, 
with Helene as bridesmaid. 

Helene won distinction in her own 
right when she became the star of 
the first “all talking” picture, “Lights 
of New York,” in which she appeared 
with Gladys Brockwell, Cullen Landis 
and Mary Carr. 

From that she went on to other 
successes, and her last film was “Mid- 
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Delores the Golden, Once Mrs. John

night Taxi,” in which Antonio Moreno 


and William Russell were the other 


corners of a triangle. 

Along the way she has been mar- 
ried four times, and three of the 
marriages have ended in divorce. 

A childhood sweetheart, John 
Regan, was her first husband, whom 
she divorced in 1928 after six months 
of matrimony. She said she provided 
support for the household and he 
belittled the movies. 

An actor, the late Lowell Sherman, 
was next. Their marriage in 1930 in 
Hollywood was a social event, with 
such movie celebrities as Douglas 
Fairbanks, Mary Pickford and John 
Gilbert among the guests. 

Within two years they were in a 
divorce court. Sherman said Helene 
called him “a ham actor” and “a fat 
old man.” Helene said Sherman 
chased her with a dog whip. 

The judge finally gave her the 
decree on her cross complaint, and 
from the courtroom throng her father 
rushed up with appropriate timing, 
and kissed her.

from her home. She planned a come- 
back but did not make it. 

Again she was married, this time 
to her present husband, the studio 
artist, Le Blanc. A daughter, Deidre, 
was born to them a year later, but 
complete happiness eluded them. Debts 
forced Helene into bankruptcy and ill 
health continued to harass her. 

When Le Blanc entered the Mer- 
chant Marine- during the war the 
romance was waning, and Helene’s 
sister, now happily married to Dr. 
John Vruwink, Beverly Hills phy- 
sician, was named guardian of little 
Deidre. A custody suit, however, with 
both Helene and Le Blanc claiming 
the child, will remain pending until 
next summer, when the divorce case 


can be scheduled for trial. 

Dolores’ family life has been hap 
pier than Helene’s just as her stage. 
career has been more spectacular. 
She remained married to Barrymore 
seven years before divorcing him, 
and in 1939 she married Dr. Vruwink, 
who had attended her at the birth of 
her two children, Dolores Barrymore 
and John Barrymore II. 

In one respect the sisters’ lives 
have run parallel. Each has found 
her relations with her father growing 
increasingly strained.

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CCORDING to an ancient and 
universal superstition, a cat 


named Blackie should have 
been blamed for the hard luck that 
came to Mr. and Mrs. Frank J. 
Davenport of Malden, Mass., when 
their rooming house caught fire. 

But though Blackie is tarred with 
the brush of tradition as an omen 
of evil, he has been a blessing to the 
Davenports since he came to them, 
homeless and htngry, a year ago. 
His behavior has convinced them that 
the world*has been unfair to cats 
of his hue for centuries. 

Their high opinion of Blackie is ac- 
centuated by the fact that a pale 
feline named Whitey, also owned by 
the Davenports, has never made any 
contribution to the family welfare. 

Blackie and Whitey were dozing 
peacefully by the kitchen stove one 
night last summer, when smoke 
reached their sensitive nostrils. It 
came from . Tradition would 
have it that Whitey rushed to the 
rescue, while Blackie basked in the 
knowledge that his direful presence 
had paid off at last. But the roles 
were reversed. 

Whitey scurried under the stove 
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out of harm’s way. Blackie raced 
up the stairs. He found his master 
asleep on a blazing bed, set afire by 
a cigarette dropped by Davenport as 
he dozed off. Thick smoke was roll- 
ing through the upstairs rooms. 

Blackie leaped to his master’s 
chest and clawed at his face. Daven- 
port awoke, pajamas afire. He ran 
to his wife’s bedroom, found her un- 
conscious and carried her to safety. 
The roomers were aroused and made 
their way out. 

They owed their narrow escape 
from death to Blackie. He had proven 
—-for the third time—that the day he 
came to the Davenports a year ago, 
forlorn and hungry, was the luckiest 
day of their lives—-despite his black 
color, with a few white markings. 

At that time friends advised: “Get 
rid of him. Don’t you know black 
cats are bad luck?” ‘The Davenports 
were familiar with the superstition, 
but they didn’t care. “He’s hungry,” 
they explained. “We can’t turn him 
out.” . 

“The very next day after we found 
Blackie,” Mrs. Davenport said, “we 
had a rare stroke of luck. We were 
saved from being evicted by buying 
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a rooming house at a great bargain. 
Then we began making money for 
the first time in our lives.” 

Once, when they were out driving, 
with Blackie in the back seat, a 
driverless car careened toward them. 
Sensing danger, Blackie leaped onto 
Davenport’s lap. This caused Daven- 
port to lose control and jump the 
sidewalk but the runaway car 
whizzed by, missing them by inches. 

Blackie and his brethren have 
labored under the stigma of being 
bringers of bad luck since time im- 
memorial. 

Eusebius of Caesarea, an early 
Christian bishop, said that black cats 
were always used for “black magic” 
because they are “dark victims to the 
powers of darkness.” Black cats have 
always been the favorite symbol of 
the devil and even today many of 
them bear the name Satan. 

The brains of black cats were the 
favorite weapon of witchcraft in the 
manufacture of charms and talismans. 
The first Christians believed that a 
black cat seen on a grave meant that 
the departed was in the devil’s power. 
Dreaming of a black cat at Christmas 
time signified a. dangerous illness

In Ger- 

many a black cat on a sick 

person’s. bed foretold death. 

The Talmud links the animal 


~ with the fearful unseen: 


“If the eye could perceive the 
demons that‘people the universe, ex- 
istence would be impossible. The 
demons are more numerous than we 
are; they surround us on all sides 
like trenches dug round vineyards. 

“Let him who desires to see them 
take of the secundine of a black cat, 
which is of the first litter of a black 
cat, which was of the first litter of 
the mother; and having burnt the 
same in the fire, beat it to a powder, 
and put a little of it in his eyes, and 
then he at once perceives the de- 
mons.” 

There are almost as many black 
superstitions connected with the 
black cat as there are black cats 
themselves, and they range the world. 
f-ven the comparatively few instances 
in which they are looked upon as 
luck have their basis in the 
black cat’s union with the 
devil, who supposedly had the 
power to bring one worldly 
roods. 

Blackie isn’t, of course, the 
first of his inky ilk to fly in 
the face of superstition and 
become an instrument of good 
fortune instead of bad. 

Perezosa, black cat moscot of the 
Chilean freighter Perla del Sud, saved 
the owners of the vessel $200,000. 
When the crew abandoned the found. 
ering freighter, Perezosa (his name 
means “lazy’’) was too indolent to 
save himself. He stayed and slept. 

Later, when the owners of a tug 
boat that towed the ship to port de- 
manded a huge salvage price, their 
claim was thrown out because, with 
Perezosa aboard, the ship could not 
be considered a derelict “without a 
living creature.” 

You'd have a hard time convincing 
Mrs. J. G. Barker of Atlanta that 
black cats are bad luck. She was 
going blind in one eye and feared the 
necessary operation. One “day - So- 
crates, her black cat, raked her ailing 
eyeball with one of his claws. Un- 
wittingly, Socrates performed the 
feared operation. Mrs. Barker re. 
gained her eyesight. 

Numerous other black cats have 
performed deeds that proved them 
to be benign, rather than benighted, 
members of the animal kingdom. 
They, like Blackie, have done their bit 
to debunk a murky myth that is as 
old as civilization.

Such is the frequent com- 
ment of strangers passing 
along North 42nd Street, 
Milwaukee. 

The serious youngster is 
five-year-old Wayne Zim- 
dars, perhaps the world’s 
youngest back-seat driver, 
whose commands are 
obeyed without hesitation 
by his mother. 

To casual strangers, he is 
just a boy being driven 
along the right side of the 
street in his coaster wagon 
by his mother—unless they

Zimdars, who is 31 years 
old, and his father, Elmer 
Zimdars, 37, also blind (but 
only for the past 10 years), 
the boy trained himself. 
When he was old enough 
to talk, he already knew 
that his parents were blind 
in the eyes but supposed 
they could see with hands. 
He used to hand them pic: 
tures to look at with their 
fingers. When this brought 
disappointing results, he re- 
surveyed the situation. 
Though his mother, who 
does the cooking and house-

notice that she has the type 
of red and white cane often 
carried by the blind. 

As the pair approaches an 
intersection, Wayne leans 
forward, gazes up and 
down the cross street and is- 
sues instructions according 
to the situation. Whether 
these be, “Whoa, Mother, 
car coming,” or “O. K., 
Mother,” Mrs. Zimdars does 
as she is told. 


At Capitol Drive, they 
must make a turn for the 
market which is the objec- 
tive of the expedition. Her 
“seeing-eye” son makes it 
easy for her to take the turn 
without slowing her stride. 

At the market a clerk 
takes over, leading the blind 
woman from counter to 
bin where her fingers and 
nostrils tell her whether 
melons and bananas are at 
the right stage of ripeness. 

She is unable to read the 
labels on cans, of course, 
but she knows the brands 
she wants and her sense of 
taste can not be fooled. 

The goods are packed in 
leaving room 
for the back-seat chauffeur, 
“mother, the engine” cranks 
up and home they go to 
Parklawn, a Federal Hous- 
ing Project, four and a half 
blocks away. 

Besides traffic there are 
other hazards, such as chil- 
dren playing ball .in the 
street. Sometimes it _ is 
necessary for Wayne to get 
out and become a traffic 
officer, explaining things 
to the children. 

At other times, when the 
family is .out together, his 
father pulls the coaster 
with Wayne as his guide. 

Who trained Wayne to be 


work, moves rapidly about 
the kitchen as accurately 
as if she could see, he no 
ticed that when she dropped 
anything and did not re- 
capture it before the sound 
of rolling stopped, she was 
in trouble. 

If he failed to return any- 
thing used by either parent 
to the exact spot where he 
found it, it might mean 
hours of search. 

House Rule No. 1 was: 
A place for everything and 
everything in its place— 
and it must first be placed 
there by a parental hand. 

The boy learned to listen 
for the sound of something 
dropped and to pick it up. 
From this he graduated to 
the world of unpredictable 
objects, outside the house, 
where his parents could 
not “see” beyond the ends 
of their canes. Thus he 
gradually took over the 
“seeing-eye” job. 


ZIMDARS 3s careful 
to assure questioners 
that, outside of his excellent 
job as a guide, the young- 
ster is a normal boy-——and 
no angel.

MODEL YOUNG MAN

" cg a reporter look into this. 


Might 
be a story there.” 
The young editor-owner of the San 
Francisco Examiner indicated a “personal” he had 
spotted back among the classified ads. It read: 
« “Blanche: No matter what has happened, come 
home to me. MAUD.” 

The reporter who was ,assigned visited the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. George Noble, in the 
Mission district of town, and learned that their 
niece, 21-year-old Blanche Lamont, had disap- 
peared several days before, on Wednesday, April 
3, 1895. The personal had been inserted by her 
younger sister, who feared that she might have 
gone astray and felt too ashamed to return. 

Maud related that her sister, studying to be a 
teacher, had left for school gt her usual time 
April 3,and had attended classes that day. How- 
ever, she had failed to return home that afternoon, 
and she had failed to attend a prayer meeting 
that evening. No one had told the police, Maud 
said, because of certain embarrassing rumors 
that Blanche was leading a wayward life. 

“How could such rumors get started?” the 
reporter asked. 

“I don’t know,” the girl replied, “but some- 
body’s been spreading the story.” 

The reporter took down details of Blanche’s 
background. Born in Rockford, ll. One of five 
children. Graduate of Rockford Seminary. Father 
deceased. Went to San Francisco in September, 
1894.. Student at Normal School, Powell st. 
Faithful church worker. Good-looking. Lovely 
auburn hair, big brown eyes. Height 5-7, weight 
122. Was wearing blue dress, short black coat, 
smail hat with flowers around brim. 

That same day the Examiner informed the 
authorities about the missing girl. 

Chief of Detectives I. W. Lees learned that 
Miss Lamont had been last seen at 3 p. m., April 3, 
as she left schopl with three girls. These girls 
said she had met a young man and boarded a 
street car with him. They agreed he appeared 
to be about 25, that he was stockily built, and had 
a small mustache. They had noticed him because 
there was a school rule which forbade students 
to have male escorts to or from classes. 

The mystery of Blanche Lamont was still 
unsolved on Good Friday, April 12. On that day 
something happened to another young woman of 
the community. 

She was Marian Elora Williams, 19, a slender, 
shy and very pretty girl employed as a maid in 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. Clark H. Morgan in 
Alameda, across San Francisco Bay. 

Miss Williams, known as Minnie, left the 
Morgan home at 2 p. m., April 12, with the inten- 
tion of visiting a family named Voy in the Mission 
district (where she had formerly lived) for several 
days before joining her employers in their new 
home in Tacoma, Wash. 

She told Mrs. Morgan she would attend a 
Christian Endeavor meeting that evening in the 
home of Thomas A. Vogel, a deacon of the Em- 
manuel Church on near-by Bartlett st. (This was 
also Blanche Lamont’s church.) She had arrived 
at the Voy home at about 5, and had left at 8, 
presumably for the Vogel home. But somewhere 
en route she vanished. 

On the morning of Saturday,sthe 13th, a group 
of women gathered at the church to decorate it 
for Easter. At about 10:30, one of them, Mrs. 
Herman Nolt, entered the library adjoining the 
altar to get a vase. She noticed that a door to a 
small room, where extra books were stored, stood 
ajar. She glanced inside—-and screamed. 


GH screamed because she saw the body of a 
young woman lying face up on a table. The girl 
had been slashed beyond recognition, and a piece 
of a broken dinner knife protruded from her chest. 
Two other fragments of knife lay beside her on 
the table, two more pieces on the floor. Her 
clothing had been torn and a wad of cloth stuffed 
into her mouth with a stick. 

Mrs. Nolt dashed down the street to the board- 
ing house of the pastor, the Rev. J. George Gibson, 
who was a bachelor. However, he did not return 
with her to the church at once; he waited until 
he could be accompanied by one of the trustees, 
Dr. W. Z. King. 

Although Blanche, Lamont’s library card was 
found within a few feet of the body, neither the 
pastor nor Dr. King could say that it was she. 
Mr. Gibson, plainly distressed, hastened to an 
undertaker within a few minutes and said he 
wanted the body removed from the church at 
once. “I wish to avoid publicity,” he said. 

The undertaker said he wouldn’t think of mov- 
ing the body, and called the authorities. (As a 
matter of fact, Patrolman Barney Riehl, sum- 
moned by Dr. King, had already arrived. 

Mr. Gibson’s behavior could be explained by 
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the fact that his church had had a rather un- 
fortunate history. One of the first pastors had 
committed suicide in the church study, another 
had killed a leading citizen and been acquitted, and 
a third had carried on so among the womenfolk 
that he had been compelled to resign. 

Crowds gathered. The report spread that the 
body of Blanche Lamont had been found. But it 
wasn't Blanche Lamont. This victim was Minnie 
Williams, the pretty domestic from Alameda. 

She had fought desperately for her life, the 
police said, and had been dead at least 12 hours. 
Several horsehairs were found on the torn cloth- 
ing. The girl’s purse was missing. 

Pastor Gibson was the first person questioned. 

He safd he’d arrived at the church at 8 that 
Saturday morning. He’d found the rear door 
closed but unlocked, which was unusual. Then 
he’d noticed that the lock on the vestibule door

leading to the library had been broken. This had 
puzzled him, he said, but he had done nothing 
about it. He said he went to his study for an 
hour’s reading and writing, then went home. 

The second person questioned, Frank Sademan, 
the janitor, said he had arrived shortly after 8, 
had noticed the broken door, and mentioned the 
matter to Mr. Gibson. “Leave it to me,” he quoted 
the pastor as saying. “I'll have it investigated. 
Meanwhile, say nothing about it.” 

Patrolman Riehl called on Miss Lamont’s aunt, 
Mrs. Noble. She now revealed that, on that 
Saturday morning, she had received a curious 
package in the mail. It had contained three of 
Blanche’s rings, wrapped in newspaper, and on 
the margin of the wrapping had been printed the 
names of three prominent members of Emmanuel 
Church: George King, the organist; Theodore 
Durrant, church librarian, Christian Endeavor 
Society secretary and assistant superintendent of 
the Sunday School, and George Schoenstein, a 
music teacher. ’ 

“T hid the rings and the wrapping,” said Mrs. 
Noble, “because I feared more than ever that the 
rumors about Blanche might be true.” 

Officer Riehl returned to the church. The next 


morning, while on. guard there, it occurred to him 
to make a thorough search. He looked under the 
floors, into a dry well underneath the building. 
Finally he climbed a winding stairway to the 
belfry. He noticed that dust lay thick on the 
stairs except where footprints showed “that a man 
had recently traversed those stairs—-and an object 
appeared to have been dragged beside him. 

The stairs, and Riehl’s search, ended in a room | 
12 feet square. There, lying just beneath the big 
copper bell, he found the body of Blanche Lamont, | 

She was nude. She lay on her back, hands 
folded, a block of wood underneath her head. 
Her slender throat showed the marks of a 
Strangler. Articles of her clothing had been 
stuffed between the studdings, laths and plaster 
of the belfry. She had been dead about 10 days. 

According to police experts, Miss Lamont had 
been killed by a left-handed man with square-cut 
fingernails. Both murders, they believed, had 
been committed in the small room adjoining the 
church library. Why Minnie Williams’ body had 
been left in such an exposed place could not be 
explained; perhaps the killer had planned to place 
her in the belfry, too, and hadn’t had time. 


HE list of suspects narrowed down to Pastor 

Gibson and Theodore Durrant, for they both 
seemed to fit the description of the young man 
seen with Miss Lamont. Gibson, a native of 
Edinburgh, Scotland, had come to the United 
States in 1888, at the age of 29, and his first 
pastorate had been in Red Bluff, Cal. 

In 1891, he had served in Chico, and had come 
to San Francisco in November, 1894. He was 
») feet 9, tall, strong and athletic. He had a short 
Sandy mustache and large gray eyes. 

Officials agreed that he would probably have 
averted suspicion had he not behaved so oddly 
after the discovery of Minnie Williams’ body. 

Granted that he had been apprehensive and 
anxious to avoid further unpleasant publicity for 
his seemingly jinxed church, why did he ask an 
undertaker to remove the remains before anyone 
in authority had seen it? 

Durrant, a most devoted member of the | 
Emmanuel congregation, had been born in 
Toronto, Canada, on April 24, 1871. When he was 
quite young, his parents took him and his sister, 
Maud, who was to become an _ internationally 
famous dancer, to Los Angeles, and in 1879 they 
had moved to San Francisco, where the father 
worked in a shoe factory. 

At the time of the church murders, Durrant | 
was a medical student at Cooper College. He ap- 
peared to be a model young man. He did not 
indulge in intoxicating beverages, did not smoke. 

At Emmanuel Church, he served as librarian, | 
secretary of the Christian Endeavor Society, and | 
assistant superintendent of the Sunday School. | 

Moreover, he played the guitar, banjo and 
mandolin, and was a bugler in the signal corps 
of the California National Guard. 

So how could he, of all persons, be suspected? 

Nevertheless, he was tentatively identified as 
the young man seen with Blanche Lamont after 
she left school the day of her disappearance. 

He had been seen that afternoon at the church. 

He had been seen at the Alameda ferry on 
the afternoon of the 12th. 

He had been horseback riding on the 12th. 

He had been seen entering the church with a 
young woman that evening. 


E HAD apparently been the person who spread 

the rumors about Blanche having left home 
because of a scandal. Mrs. Noble said that Dur- 
rant had offered to look for the girl. 

He was ambidextrous, and had square-cut 
fingernails. 

A search of his home resulted’in the finding of 
Minnie Williams’ purse in his overcoat pocket. 

Durrant’s defense was a complete denial. He 
explained his possession of Minnie’s purse by say- 
ing that he’d found it on the sidewalk while 
walking along Bartlett st. 

His statement that he had not seen Miss 
Williams for three weeks was contradicted by 
Morgan, her employer, who asserted Durrant had 
called at the Alameda home a day or so before 
the murder, and by several medical students who 
saw him at the ferry building about the time 
Minnie crossed the bay to San Francisco. 

Durrant’s trial before Judge D. J. Murphy 
ended in his conviction on Nov. 1, 1895, and he 
was hanged on Jan. 7, 1898, after his family had 
spent a fortune trying to save him. 

As the young editor-owner of the Examiner, 
whose name was William Randolph Hearst, had 
suspected, there was quite a story behind that 
obscure, anonymous personal buried back among 
the classified ads.

Remove the syrup from the 
heat and set at once over 
hot water. Add coloring and 
flavoring, and mix well. In- 
sert the skewers which can 
be purchased from the 
butcher, in the blossom end 
of the clean apples. Hold 
each apple by the skewer 
and plunge into the hot 
syrup. Draw it out quickly 
and twirl it until the syrup 
is spread smoothly over the 
apple. Place with the skewer 
end down in a cake rack 
which has been placed over 
a large bowl, and cool until 
coating is firm. We found 
it helpful to use waterproof 
utility gloves to protect the 
apples. These apples should 
he made the day they are 
to be used.

Then 
sprinkle 1 tbsp. flour over 
surface; pat down slightly, 
cover, let rise in warm place 
until nearly double in bulk 
(about 2 hours). 

Roll out ‘ dough at a 
time on floured board to 
%” thickness. With floured 
2-in. cookie cutter,: cut out 
a number of rounds, leaving 
enough dough for an equal 
numbér of rounds. On the 
uncut rolled out dough, 
mark, but do not cut, an 
equal number of rounds. 
Then place a rounded % 
tsp. of the chocolate mix- 
ture in the center of each 
of the uncut rounds. 

Brush the edges of the 
rounds with white of slight- 
ly beaten egg; then place 
rounds on top of these un- 
cut rounds, pressing the 
edges together. Now cut 
down through these com- 
pleted rounds, thus forming 
doughnuts. Arrange on a 
floured baking sheet; cover, 
and allow to rise until light. 

Fry for 2 min. on each 
side, turning once, in 1%” 
oil heated to 370° F. or hot 
enough to brown a cube-of 
bread in 60 seconds. Do not 
crowd. Drain on crumpled 
paper toweling. Makes 42.

OW often have you 
looked into your mirror 


. and said, “I ought to have 


some advice about caring 
for my skin.”

chart works, suppose you're 
Mary Smith of Jonesville. 
Mary is 26, frequently has 
pimples on her forehead. 
She has blackheads on the 
nose and chin, and fine lines 
around her eyes.

That’s an awful lot the 
matter. with one face, but 
it tells a beauty adviser 
that Mary shouldn't be 
using a> heavy overnight 
cream to add to her already 
oily condition.

But if her skin is oily, 
what about those fine lines 
around the eyes?

SUALLY blackheads and

There is generally no fee 
for this personalized beauty 
advice. And to help you 
start your new beauty rou 
tine, the beauty counsellor 
usually attaches a list of 
suggested cosmetics.
